In assuming the duties of responsible 
political editor of this journol it would 
, Appear almost necessar; that I should 
offer some words of explanation to tho 
pablio.

A. very brief trial BUffloed to convince 
me that ♦.here Was not room ftr two 
morniflgpapers, and that in no anxiouB 
straggle for mere existence i> wenk and 
divided press might be jp^odaotivo ot 
e»il in the hoor of the Colony's greatest 
need, by sowing the f^ed of discord aui 
faction where nnioci coald alone con- 
duce to Colonifi' prosperity. Upon theao 
grouiids aud upon thatof finanoiol consid, 
orations I eoncludcl to discontinue the 
publication of tbo British Columbian. 

Itisin view of the hirgor qiio^uons 
likely almost immediiitely to press 
themsolves upon the attuntion of tlis 
ColoniRts that I have I'een iniiuccd, in 
recognition of tbo imporlancu of \>os^ 
sesBiiig a strong and united presH, to 
connect mvHclf wlih a journal wliioh 
1 appeared to present tbo moat filling 
medium tbrougb wliich effectively to 
deal with Colonial aflaira. 

In assuming a new and in aomo re* 
BpectB novel pofilion, 1 venture to tbink 
that thoso who have boncurcd mo witb 
. . their confidence and support in the 
past will not see in mere arbitrary con- 
ditions anything calcolaled to lessen the 
opportunity for promoting those great 
measores which admittedly underlie 
future prosperity, 

I may be permitted to invite public 
attent'on to tho recent union or amal- 
' gamation which bag taken place in the 
press, as an example which might be 
followed with groat advantage by the 
people; If it is important that there 
should be a united and, therefore, strong 
prcEB to deal wiih cardinal political 
issTies, how much more important is it 
that there should be a united and, there« 
fore, strong public Bentimont, ready to 
be brought to bear in the right direc- 
tion. 

We are now entering upon tho most 
eritical and important epoch in our 
history as a Colony. Lot all party linen 
be merged, and lot os work unitedly 
and energetically lor the common good.

Many y^'^^ra behind the neighbouring 
Repunio, by which we are hemmed in 
on <very aide, oar only hope is in avail- 
ijg ourselves ot the natural advantages 
poBseBsed by Yictoria as the Btorebouso 
of the North PaciBe. This can only be 
done by sweeping away those restric- 
tions which must divert trade, aud 
oventoally cause it to settle irrecoverably 
in other channels. A free port, then, 
is essenlial alike to general and local 
wellboiug. But the question is not only 
an important one. It is au urgent 
as important. The terms of Union 
may bo in a groat rneasuro negotiated 
for ua. A Crown Colony is a ver}' 
helpless sort of thing, a more baby in 
the arms, not in tlio least to be ooii- 
Hulted. Onco in to tho Dominion and 
tho llubicoii is crossed. Now is the 
tiiiso to ncgfitiiite for a free port and a 
railway, and tho opportunity pre-onto 
by tho arrival of a new Governor 
should not be lust.

A man known as "Mountaineer" Perry 
was most cruelly murdered on the night of 
the 29ih, at English Bay, near Burrard Inlet. 
From what can be Isaroed it is believed the 
deed was done by some lodians of the Squa- 
misb tribe. Tho ciroumstaooa was imme- 
ditttely telegraphed to the authorities hot<^, 
also to Dr. Black, as Coroner. The latter 
proceeded to tha spot whore tho murdorcd 
mac was lying, for the purpose of holding an 
inqnoat. The verdict of the Coroner's jury 
was iu aocordanco with that previously stat- 
ed hero, VIZ i that the man was murdered, 
supposed to bo by some Indians of the 
Squamish tribe'^tbe weapon used belni; an 
axe. On bearing tho news at the Inlet, a 
grent i'Xiiit''meut prevailed. Fenriiii: that 
tho authuii'.icH iiiii»hi uol act proiii|i:ly in the 
niattei ol eiideavoiini; to bring tbeguiliy 
parties to juslici!, it was pioposod by Bome 
that a Viuiiunee Couimiitee be organized 
and iuimodiafcidy go in purbUit of those who 
committed tho deed. ThiSi however, wae 
not acted upon, the people agreeing that it 
•.vonld perhaps he better to allow itio prcpor 
auihorities to lalin iho miifc'er in bund, which 
it was sincerely hoped they would do imme- 
diately. The body was br lUuht to this place 
yesterday for tbo purpose ol ir.terriiiiiii.
